Face up to warrants: Cops 


O If not dealt with within 30 days, offenders risking public embarrassment: EPS 
O Operation Warrant Execution is the latest violence-reduction initiative

With more than 16,000 
outstanding warrants in 
Edmonton, police say it’s time 
citizens deal with them. 

Edmonton Police Service 
launched Operation Warrant 
Execution on Tuesday, a month¬ 
long campaign featuring 
billboards and posters encour¬ 
aging people to turn 
themselves in. 

“This is your opportunity to 
have that black cloud taken 
from over your head,” said EPS 
Staff Sgt. Regan James. “Come 
in to any one of the five divi¬ 
sion stations and turn yourself 
in.” 

Warrants range from litter¬ 
ing, parking and speeding to 
“thousands of assaults,” said 
James. 

He added that many are vio¬ 
lence-related, though homicide 
warrants “are few and far 
between.” 

Those who do not turn them¬ 
selves in by April 2 could face 
embarrassment, as EPS 
expands enforcement with vis-

No murder charges in death 


O Police say there’s no proof woman 
died from her sustained injuries 


Despite a suspicious-death 
investigation involving a 
woman who died on Sun¬ 
day, police say the city has 
still logged just one mur¬ 
der in 2012. 

“We felt at that time we 
were looking at the second 
homicide of the year and 
that’s why we were called 
in to investigate,” said 
Staff Sgt. Bill Clark of Ed¬ 
monton police’s homicide 
branch 

Marie Sapp, 51, died on 
Sunday after she and her 
23-year-old roommate 
were allegedly assaulted in 
a home at 85 Avenue near 
108 Street over the week¬ 
end, said Clark. 

Police have charged one 
man with aggravated as¬ 
sault as well as uttering 
death threats. 

The male victim suf¬ 
fered a punctured lung, fa¬ 
cial injuries and broken 
bones, according to police. 

Clark said the medical 
examiner could not con¬ 
clude Sapp’s cause of 
death via an autopsy, but

toxicology results, due to 
take months, could alter 
charges.

Clark said Sapp was able 
to speak to investigators 
before she died.

Report 
slams Tory 
crime bill 

Restricting conditional 
sentences is going to cost 
the provinces and territo¬ 
ries almost $140 million a 
year, produce fewer 
convictions and reduce 
the time offenders are un¬ 
der government 
supervision, says a report 
from the independent par¬ 
liamentary budget officer. 

The 97-page study is a 
detailed and devastating 
critique of just one small 
aspect of the massive Con¬ 
servative omnibus crime 
bill that is currently 
before the Senate. 

Not only does the 
report predict a massive, 
unreported cost to provin¬ 
cial and territorial treasur¬ 
ies, it raises serious 
questions about the poli¬ 
cy’s effectiveness. 

Justice Minister Rob 
Nicholson’s office did not 
directly dispute the 
report’s cost findings.

The teenage suspect in a 
school shooting that killed 
three students and wound¬ 
ed two didn’t know his vic¬ 
tims and chose them 
randomly, a prosecutor 
said Tuesday. 

Suspect T.J. Lane, 17, ad¬ 
mitted firing 10 shots with 
a .22-calibre pistol Monday 
morning at Chardon High 
School, county prosecutor 
David Joyce said at a juve¬ 
nile court hearing. 

The hearing came hours 
after the death toll rose to 
three, and as schoolmates 
and townspeople grappled 
with the tragedy and won¬ 
dered what could have set 


the gunman off. 

Lane’s face twitched 
lightly while the prosecu¬ 
tor recounted the attack, 
and he sniffled and half- 
closed his eyes as he 
walked out of the room 
with deputies. 

Lane’s custodial grand¬ 
father and two aunts 
joined him in court; the 
women reached over and 
lightly embraced the 
grandfather as the hearing 
began. 

Judge Timothy Grendell 
ordered the boy, who is 
considered a juvenile, 
held for at least the next 
15 days. Prosecutors have 


until March 1 to charge 
him. 

The judge imposed a 


gag order on opposing at¬ 
torneys at the prosecu¬ 
tor’s request and told the 


media not to photograph 
the boy’s face in court. 

Shaken residents of¬ 
fered condolences and 
prayers to the families of 
those killed and wounded 
at 1,100-student high 
school in suburban Cleve¬ 
land. All three of the dead 
were students, as are the 
two people wounded. 

“This gets more tragic, 
the whole area is suffer¬ 
ing, our prayers go up to 
God to give all strength, 
healing and closure,” said 
one of hundreds of Face- 
book postings on a memo¬ 
rial page.

It’s generally thought that 
things beginning in “yog” are 
good for you.

\ he felt too good and hung too loose. 

Friend, the accusations go, wanted to be 
more than friends with an unusually large number of his 
female adherents, ran Wiccan covens featuring a variety 
of sexual activities, kept employees busy scoring marijua¬ 
na on his behalf, and at one

point even froze his employ¬ 
ees’ pensions. 

So much for Mr. Nice Yo¬ 
gi- 

The yoga community has 
been rocked and shocked by 
this scandal, and more than 
50 Anusara teachers have 
rolled up their mats and left 
the ashram. But as a 
number of astute commen¬ 
tators have noticed, this is 
hardly the first time some 
guru has stepped out of line. 
They may have to build a new wing onto The Bad Yogi 
Hall of Shame to shoehorn John Friend in with fellow phi¬ 
landerers Swami Muktananda, Swami Satchidananda, 
Swami Amrit Desai and Swami Rama. 

The problem may be that yoga (unlike yogurt) is inher¬ 
ently sexy. Hatha yoga, the form most practised around 
the world, started as a branch of Tantra, which is all about 
seeking spiritual bliss through sex. The movement to 
make it safe for a general audience didn’t really take hold 
until the 20th centuiy, so the sex is just under the surface, 
which should be obvious whenever you find yourself in 
the “downward dog” pose. 

According to a usually reliable source — the New York 
Times — there is scientific evidence that yoga is inherent¬ 
ly sexy. It causes an increase in testosterone (the guru sex 
hormone), sexy brain waves, and yoga’s fast-breathing 
practice can increase blood flow through the genitals. Like 
Viagra. 

At Rutgers University, researchers have found that yoga 
can be an effective form of mental masturbation, leading 
to spontaneous orgasm, or “thinking off.” Don’t try that 
with yogurt.

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Entering the Rwandan Fray 

O Band’s new album inspired by visit to war-torn nation O The Fray tackles the big issues on Scars & Stories 



The Fray’s new song Heart¬ 
beat seems to be about re¬ 
viving a broken 
relationship, with lyrics 
like “I wanna kiss your 
scars tonight, and baby, 
you gotta try, you gotta let 
me in.” 

But the inspiration for 
the rock tune has little to 
do with a failed romance. 
Instead, it comes from one 
of the worst tragedies in 
recent memory — the 
genocide in Rwanda nearly 
two decades ago. 

Lead singer and writer 
Isaac Slade was visiting the 
Rwandan capital of Kigali 
last year when he found 
himself standing on the 
site where more than 
250,000 victims of the 
country’s 1994 genocide 
were buried. Then he had 
an epiphany. 

“(I was) at this gathering 
with a bunch of local (peo¬ 


ple) and ex-pats, all stand¬ 
ing in a circle holding 
hands, just kind of think¬ 
ing and talking about 
Rwanda. This chick was 
standing next to me and I 
couldn’t tell if it was her 
heartbeat or mine, but it 
felt like the country was 
getting its pulse back to 
it,” Slade remembered. 


“I busted out my phone 
and wrote that pre-chorus 
of this song called Heart¬ 
beat, and wrote some of 
the chorus on the way 
back,” he said. 

The vocalist also spent 
time with President Paul 
Kagame after a friend 
arranged a meeting. The 
visit took place near 


Kagame’s birthday, so 
Slade performed a solo ver¬ 
sion of The Frays biggest 
hit so far, How to Save A 
Life, in the presidential 
palace. Slade bonded with 
Kagame and the two men 
spoke of family and the 
darkest period in Rwan¬ 
dan history, when extrem¬ 
ist Hutus killed more than 


Issac Slade said he feels 
the experiences that led 
up to this album left them, 
as a band, and as individu¬ 
als, more mature. 

► Quote: “Every album so far 
has been a snapshot of 
who we are and where we 
are. Here we are.” 

500,000 Tutsis and moder¬ 
ate Hutus in the country. 
Kagame led Rwandan Tutsi 
soldiers at the time, and 
has been credited with 
ending the genocide. 

After Slade talked to 
Kagame, he said he under¬ 
stood the purpose of 
Heartbeat. 

“One of the few sayings 
that the Jewish faith and 
the Muslim faith share (is) 


that if you kill one man, 
you’re guilty of killing all 
of us,” Slade said. “So I 
wanted to flip that to the 
opposite. If you serve one 
man, if you do step off 
your pedestal or whatever 
like Kagame did and risk 
his life and led those peo¬ 
ple out of exodus, you’re 
essentially loving the en¬ 
tire world.” 

The song is on the 
band’s third album, Scars 
& Stories, which was re¬ 
leased earlier this month. 
Producer Brendan O’Brien, 
known for his work with 
Pearl Jam, Bruce Spring¬ 
steen and Rage Against the 
Machine, certainly helped 
shape the song and the 
rest of the album, said Joe 
King, the band’s guitarist 
and co-vocalist. 

“He pinned us on both 
sides, and that’s what we 
needed,” King said.

A common complaint 
about slow cooker recipes 
is that too many of them 
require either too much 
planning or too much 
prepping (and sometimes 
cooking) of ingredients be¬ 
fore they go into the cook¬ 
er. Busy people want 
recipes that let them 
dump stuff in, then walk 
away and forget about it 
until dinner. 

That’s where this sim¬ 
ple, but over-the-top-good 
recipe comes in. You let 
the slow cooker perfectly 
caramelize a whole mess 
of onions while you are at 
work for the day. When 
you come home, you toss 
those with a few other in¬ 
gredients and in the time 
it takes you to boil pasta, 
you have dinner. 

A food processor is the 
easiest way to slice this 


volume of onions. And 
you also could do that the 
night before, then bag 
them and toss them in the 
refrigerator until the next 
morning so all you have to 
do is empty them into the 
slow cooker.

Biyan Re¬ 
ichard, a 
senior 
manager at 
Kuntz Elec¬ 
troplating 
Inc., in 
Kitchener, 
Ont., was a model employ¬ 
ee for nearly 25 years, until 
he laid eyes on Ms. Thomp¬ 
son, one of the administra¬ 
tive assistants who he 
would eventually date as 
part of an extra-marital af¬ 
fair. It was a fatal attraction 
that later cost him his job. 

Initially, Reichard’s rela¬ 
tionship with Thompson 
was not a significant work¬ 
place concern until Kuntz 
instituted a policy on dat¬ 
ing colleagues at work. Un¬ 


der the policy, as a manag¬ 
er, Reichard had to report 
his relationship to the com¬ 
pany to ensure conflicts of 
interest, such as direct re¬ 
porting relationships, could 
be avoided. However, Re¬ 
ichard’s relationship with 
Thompson predated the 
policy so he decided he 
would not say a word. 

When a position later be¬ 
came available in the de¬ 
partment Reichard 

managed, he ensured that 
Thompson obtained the 
job, over two other candi¬ 
dates. Unhappy with the 
perceived favouritism, staff 
began to complain and 
when rumours spread 
around work, Reichard was 
finally asked whether he 
was romantically involved 
with Thompson. He lied 
and denied it. However, af¬ 
ter Thompson later gave 
birth to Reichard’s son, he 
could no longer keep silent, 
confiding in another em¬ 


ployee who shared the 
news with one of the com¬ 
pany’s owners. Reichard 
was suspended from work 
and commanded to stay off 
the property while Kuntz 
decided how to handle the 
problem. However, when 
Kuntz learned that Re¬ 
ichard had snuclc back into 
his office, against orders, he 
was fired for misconduct, 
without severance pay. 

At a recent trial, Re¬ 
ichard argued that his pun¬ 
ishment did not fit the 
crime. According to Re¬ 
ichard, his long and un¬ 
blemished career meant he 
was entitled to a warning 
first, before being fired. 
However, the judge dis¬ 
agreed and in dismissing 
Reichard’s case, noted that 
his repeated lies justified 
his own demise.

And it’s that system — 
moreover, the way it 


charges — that makes the 
Focus Electric unique. 

Ford claims that a full 
charge will require three to 
four hours, or about half 
the time required by the 
benchmark Nissan Leaf. 

This is due to circuitry 
designed for higher 
throughput as opposed to 


significant differences in 
batteiy design. Three hours 
is a relatively short amount 
of time that also requires a 
240-volt charging station. 
Otherwise, you can count 
on a lengthy 18-20 hours 
from a standard 120-volt 
outlet using a cord that’s in¬ 
cluded, which is clearly not 


the way to go for busy or 
impatient people. A quick 
calculation puts the cost of 
driving 100 kilometres at 
about $2. 

That’s about half of what 
even the best hybrid can do 
and there’s no tailpipe 
emissions at all with the Fo¬ 
cus Electric.

Jack Roush once was the 
most hands-on team own¬ 
er in the NASCAR garage. 

It wouldn’t be odd to 
walk into the garage on a 
race weekend and see 
Roush under the hood, fid¬ 
dling with a carburetor. 

But with the advent of 
electronic fuel injection in 
the Sprint Cup Series this 
season, Roush jokes that 
the level of technology fi¬ 
nally has exceeded his abil¬ 
ity to tinker. 

After recently winning a 
pole position for the Day¬ 
tona 500, Roush Fenway 
Racing driver Carl Edwards 
joked that one of the keys 
to the team’s great start to 
the season is that “Jack 
hasn’t been doing much 
carburetor tuning.” 


Roush, sitting next to 
Edwards in the interview 
session, had to acknowl¬ 
edge it was true. 

“They’re working me 
closer to the door,” Roush 
said. “The more this tech¬ 
nology expands, the less 
there is for a dinosaur like 
me to do. I’m just a come¬ 
dian right now.” 

After clinging to carbu¬ 
retors for decades after 
they were regularly found 
in passenger cars, NASCAR 
finally is making the 
switch to fuel injection. 

It was a major change 
for teams and their engine 
builders, making right 
now an exciting time for 
guys like engine builders. 
Doug Yates, the CEO of 
Roush Yates Engines, said

he has more data than 
ever to analyze and can 
make far more adjust¬ 
ments to affect the en¬ 
gines’ performance.

NASCAR.” Yates said. “And 
it’s our job to hopefully 
make it seamless.” 

The transition mostly 
has flown under the radar 
so far — a good sign that 
there aren’t any major is¬ 
sues. 

“It’s out there, and it’s 
quiet,” said Robin Pember¬ 
ton, NASCAR’s vice-presi¬ 
dent of competition. 
“Knock on wood, but it 
just goes to show you how 
hard everybody’s work¬ 
ing.” 

Pemberton said the 
move to fuel injection 
helps make NASCAR more 
relevant, especially to au¬ 
tomakers backing the

Lexus tops 

dependability 

survey 


Lexus is the top performer 
in a survey of vehicle de¬ 
pendability released in the 
U.S. recently, but most oth¬ 
er brands also showed im¬ 
provement in an industry 
that has reached historical¬ 
ly high dependability lev¬ 
els. 

Consulting firm J.D. 
Power and Associates 
polled 31,000 owners of 
2009 model-year vehicles 
and rated brands by the 
number of problems own¬ 
ers have experienced in 
the last 12 months. Prob¬ 
lems can range from 
stalling engines and trans¬ 
mission issues to peeling 
paint and electronics 
glitches. 

The top complaint in 
this year’s survey was ex¬ 
cessive wind noise, fol¬ 
lowed by noisy brakes. 

Lexus owners reported 
86 problems per 100 vehi¬ 
cles. Porsche, Cadillac, Toy¬ 
ota and Scion rounded out 
the top five. The worst per¬ 
formers were Chrysler, 


Dodge, Jeep, Ram and 
Jaguar. Chrysler owners re¬ 
ported 192 problems per 
100 vehicles. 

The industry average 
was 132 problems per 100 
vehicles, a 13 per cent im¬ 
provement from last year 
and the highest rate since 
the survey began in 1990. 

The results are particu¬ 
larly surprising since the 
industry was in turmoil in 
2009. Both General Motors 
Co. and Chrysler Group 
LLC went through bank¬ 
ruptcy that year, and U.S. 
auto sales fell to a 30-year 
low because of the reces¬ 
sion. 

“Despite facing im¬ 
mense challenges in 2009, 
automakers placed a keen 
focus on delivering out¬ 
standing levels of quality, 
which they understood 
would be essential to their 
long-term success,” J.D. 
Power automotive vice- 
president David Sargent 
said in a statement.

O Researchers aim to ease ‘anxiety’ of driving electric cars

While electric vehicles 
may hold a promise of a 
gasoline-free future, they 
are not without their draw¬ 
backs, including the need 
to schedule their battery 
recharging. A new smart¬ 
phone application being 
developed by researchers 
at the University of Wind¬ 
sor could take much of the 
hassle out of that. 

Not only does the app 
monitor the car’s battery 
charge, but it will search 
out charging stations and 
even work with your date- 
book to optimize your 
driving schedule. 

“We wanted to take out 
some of the driver’s anxi¬ 
ety,” says Kemal Tepe, an 
associate professor and di¬ 
rector of the university’s 


Wireless Communications 
and Information Process¬ 
ing Lab. 

“We tell you how far 
you can go with this vehi¬ 
cle in the current state of 
the charge, but the unique¬ 
ness of the application is 
to match the charging 
schedule to your calendar.” 

Using the driver’s ap¬ 
pointments entered into 
the smartphone’s calen¬ 
dar, and with the battery 
charge information from 
the car, the app will map 
out the destinations, offer¬ 
ing the most efficient 
routes or even suggesting 
rescheduling appoint¬ 
ments around the car’s 
charging requirements. 

“This application com¬ 
bines several applications 
and information and then 
processes it,” Tepe says. 

“Let’s say you come to 
work and have an urgent 
meeting in the afternoon. 
You enter it into your 
schedule, which ties it into 
the smartphone, and the 
application will grab this 


information and tell you if 
it has enough charge to get 
there, or not enough.” 

Tepe says the app could 
be optimized to the electri¬ 
cal grid to identify the 
least-expensive charging 
times. While it would pri¬ 
oritize lower-cost electrici¬ 
ty, it would also monitor 
upcoming appointments 
and, if necessary, start 


when needed to have the 
battery charged by the 
time the driver has to 
leave. 

The app could also re¬ 
duce the number of times 
the car is plugged in. 

“You have a limited 
number of charging cy¬ 
cles,” Tepe says, adding 
that it could be up to 2,000 
times, “but eveiy time you 


charge it, you are counting 
down.” 

Even though you may 
stop for lunch next to a 
charging station, “the app 
will tell you that you can 


make one day’s trips on 
that charge, so you don’t 
need to waste one of those 
charging opportunities 
and it will tell you to skip 
the charge,” he says.

REAPS BENEFITS

C R-V devotees won’t have much 
difficulty spotting Honda’s latest 
version of its compact cute ute 
since it closely mirrors the outgo¬ 
ing version in all key exterior measure¬ 
ments. 

What’s more, the general shape 
remains only moderately tinkered with, 
including updated nose and tail section 
plus a dramatically shaped rear roof pil¬ 
lar that introduces a bit more drama to 
the vehicle’s styling. Honda claims the 
new CR-V’s shape, along with modifica¬ 
tions to the undercarriage to increase air¬ 



flow, have reduced fuel-robbing aerody¬ 
namic drag by eight per cent. 

The interior has also been given an 
updated treatment, resulting in an 
enlarged passenger area, but at the 
expense of slightly reduced cargo 
volume. This time, though, maximizing 
the load floor is a snap with the new 
fold-down rear seat that operates by flip¬ 
ping a pair of levers located just inside 
the tailgate. The rest of the cabin is stan¬ 
dard Honda fare, including supportive 
front seats and generously sized storage 
compartments, including a large floor- 
console bin that can hold a purse or other 
bulky items. 

Getting CR-V owners to work, gym, 
or daycare is a revised 2.4-litre, four- 
cylinder engine that makes 185 
horsepower and 163 pound-feet of 
torque. That’s a gain of five horsepower 
and two pound-feet torque. 

More importantly, fuel economy has

improved to 9.0 1/100 km city and 6.4 
highway on front-wheel-drive models, 
down from 10.5/7.3. 

All-wheel drive CR-Vs are now rated 
at 9.2 1/100 km city and 6.6 highway 
(previously 10.1/7.5). The use of 
friction-reducing coated pistons and oth¬ 
er technical tweaks, including a faster- 
activating on-demand AWD system get 
the credit for the CR-V’s improved num¬ 
bers, along with revisions to the standard 
five-speed automatic transmission. 

Honda claims that by activating the 
new ECON button, which alters the 
transmission and air conditioning func¬ 
tions, drivers can improve on these num¬ 
bers. 

From observation, Honda engineers 
have largely succeeded at smoothing out 
the CR-V’s ride and creating a quieter in¬ 
terior by installing additional noise barri¬ 
er materials. 

The CR-V features a wide and tall lift- 
gate and lower (by five centimetres) load 
floor. 

The CR-V in base LX trim arrives 
with significant standard equipment, 
while the next-up-the-food chain EX in¬ 
cludes a power moonroof, fog lights and

a few other niceties. Popping for the EX- 
L adds leather seat covers, 10-way heat¬ 
ed driver’s seat and up-level audio 
system, with a navigation system part of 
the top-level Touring.

A s is the case with Audi and Mer¬ 
cedes-Benz, BMW’s focus has 
turned from larger wagons and 
sport utility vehicles to updating 
the car line for 2012, and we’re not just 
talking about two hot releases. 

Both the BMW Z4 roadster and the 
mid-sized 5-series sedan have new base 
four-cylinder engines, each fitted with 
a turbocharger to add passing power to 
what would be an otherwise too-small- 
for-the-application engine. It’s the way 
of the future. Look for it in the next 3 
Series car line (a new larger sedan 
arrives this winter) and in the new-for- 
2012 XI compact wagon that’s here 
now. 

Visually, you could easily confuse 
the new XI xDrive28i with BMW’s ex¬ 
isting X3, so similar is the physical re¬ 
semblance. However, the XI is shorter 
and narrower by about 20 centimetres 
and 7.5 centimetres, respectively, and 
five centimetres shorter between the 
front and rear wheels. 

The XI doesn’t come up short in in¬ 
terior accommodations, though. The 
front seats feel wonderfully supportive, 
as they do with most BMWs, while 
rear-seat leg and knee room might only 
be a problem for tall types. 

The 2.0-litre, turbocharged four- 
cylinder — as in the Z4 and 5 Series — 
puts out a very respectable 241 
horsepower and 258 pound-feet of 
torque. All Xl’s come with permanent

all-wheel drive that splits the torque 
equally between the front and rear 
wheels in normal driving, but can shift 
100 per cent of the torque to whichever 
axle has the most grip. 

On the option list is a panoramic 
glass roof, larger-diameter rims, heated 
leather seats, up-level audio/navigation 
system and a sport steering wheel with 
paddle shifters for the automatic trans¬ 
mission. Also offered is an aero body 
kit that is part of the M sports package. 

Speaking of M — which means Mo- 
torsports — the buzz around the 1 
Series car line involves the sporty 1M 
with performance that rivals the larger 
V8-powered M3. 

The lM’s calling card is the giant 
wheel/tire package covered by 
stretched fender lips on all four 


corners. For this model, the 
turbocharged six-cylinder makes 335 
horsepower and the transmission is a 
six-speed manual. All this fun will set 
you back about $55,600, so you have to 
wonder just how much fun you would 
have for $40,000 more. 

For $97,500, the new 6 Series Coupe 
and Convertible are gorgeous and the 
beauty extends inside with a finely tai¬ 
lored interior and control panel that can 
be had with a higher resolution head-up 
display that projects vital vehicle infor¬ 
mation onto the windshield. There’s a 
huge list of safety equipment and elec¬ 
tronics to keep you out of harm’s way, 
but a car like this needs a great stereo: 
The optional 16-speaker, 1,200-watt 
Bang & Olufsen system.

T he four-door Kizashi has been the 
star of the Suzuki show since its 
arrival for the 2010 model year. In 
terms of size, the family-oriented 
Kizashi slots almost exactly halfway 
between compacts such as the Honda 
Civic, Mazda3 and Toyota Corolla and 
their larger Honda Accord, Mazda6 and 
Toyota Camry siblings. 

Visually, the wrap-around grille and 
hood appear influenced by Suzuki’s 
SX4 model and the short rear deck and 
hunkered-down suspension certainly 
transmit a sporty vibe.

T he 2011 model year was about 

modifying the product that Dodge 
wanted to sell so that it would ac¬ 
tually sell. The 2012 model year 
is about getting rid of what the compa¬ 
ny doesn’t want to sell, in particular the 
Nitro sport utility vehicle and the 
Dakota truck over at the Ram brand. 

As well, 2012 is the last model year 
for the Caliber small wagon. Another 
familiar tag is returning for the model 
year and that’s the Charger SRT8. 

Aside from the added aggression to the 
unique grilles, fascias, lights and 
wheels, the performance machine gets 
the same 6.4-litre “Hemi” (392 cubic 
inches) V8 found in the Challenger. 

Pushing out 470 horsepower 
(beating out the previous 6.1 by 45 


horsepower), it turns the Charger into a 
brash cruiser. Thankfully, the brakes 
are larger and the ride height is lowered 
and suspension firmed up to make sure 
the SRT8 turns and stops well as it ac¬ 
celerates. 

Keeping the regular Charger charg¬ 
ing is the new 3.6-litre V6 worth 292 
horsepower. The six-speed automatic 
transmission has been replaced in most 
cases by a new eight-speed automatic. 
The returning five-speed automatic is 
hooked to the base rear-drive V6, and 
all iterations of the venerable 370- 
horsepower 5.7-litre V8 installed as 
standard equipment in the Charger R/T. 

For the 2011 model year, the chrome- 
ringed crosshair grille was reshaped and 
extended so the car looks more

NASCAR-ish, which ain’t a bad thing. 
In addition, the featureless hood from 
the previous model was axed in favour 
of a sculpted aluminum bonnet and the 
scalloped body side panels evoke mem¬ 
ories of the late-’60s Chargers. 

Out back, the full-length tail lamp 
bar pays specific homage to the 1970 
model. The reviews have been general¬ 
ly favourable as they have been for the 
revamped Durango. The big “D” was 
designed off the 2011 Jeep Grand 
Cherokee’s unitized (frameless) 


platform, which has also been receiving 
high marks for its stout architecture 
that’s capable of taking plenty of off¬ 
road abuse without twisting itself into a 
pretzel. It comes with the 290- 
horsepower version of the 3.6-litre 
“Pentastar” V6 as well as the optional 
360-horsepower 5.7-litre “Hemi” V8. 

The latter features a variable- 
displacement system that attempts to 
reduce fuel consumption by shutting 
down half of the engine’s eight 
cylinders under light load conditions. 
On the other hand, the Hemi-equipped 
Durango can tow heavy loads up to 
3,360 kilograms (2,820 for the V6) and 
can also carry up to seven passengers 
when using all three rows of seats.
